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Harrah the Accuser 

Long desperate to build a 37-story skyscraper, Mike Harrah now might buy the Orange County Register to do it

T here’s a story told by the OC 

millionaire set about Santa Ana 
developer Michael F. Harrah— 
he of the offensive-lineman 
build, ZZ Top beard and an ego as big as 
the black Cadillac Escalade he guns up 
Broadway—that may or may not be true, 
but it says all you need to know about the 
man. It’s whispered that someone once 
asked him during a party at his Newport 
Beach home why he was so intent on build¬ 
ing One Broadway Plaza, which would be 
the tallest building in Orange County his¬ 
tory at 37 stories yet has cost Harrah nearly 
15 years and millions of dollars without 
so much as a foundation poured. Harrah 
supposedly looked out from his house to 
the northeast, to where Santa Ana is as the 
crow flies, and told his guest, “So I can see 
it from my own back yard.” 

Harrah—who has carefully crafted a 
persona of a self-made man as easily at 
home on a Harley-Davidson as he is in 
the boardroom—has tried everything 
possible to get One Broadway Plaza built 
since voters gave him the go-ahead with 
a successful ballot measure in 2005. He 
got the Santa Ana City Council in 2010 to 
strike a pesky requirement in the original 
agreement that forced him to lease at 
least 50 percent of the building before any 
construction began. He unloaded dozens 
of buildings in Santa Ana and beyond to 
bolster his coffers. He played the part of 
Norma Rae to get job-hungry unions to 
support his plans, and he mouths conser¬ 
vative rhetoric to woo potential tenants. 
Harrah treated planning commissioners 
to trips on his private jet to look at condos 
in Hawaii he planned to sell to them and 
donated tens of thousands of dollars to 
politicians, including Santa Ana Mayor 
Miguel Pulido, a personal friend with 
whom he has posed for photos on the 
Instagram accounts of Santa Ana breastau- 
rant owners. All along, Harrah and his aco¬ 
lytes slammed opponents as backwards- 
thinking troglodytes who dared to impede 
OC’s own Baron von Haussmann, the man 
who created modern-day Paris from slums 
and ruins. 

And now, Harrah is trying his most 
desperate measure yet: He wants to buy 
the Orange County Register and the River¬ 
side Press-Enterprise. 

National media watchers were at a 
loss for an explanation on Nov. 1, when a 
Freedom Communications press release 
revealed the company was declaring 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy with the hopes that 
Harrah and current Register publisher 
Rich Mirman submit a bid in court to res¬ 
cue the free-falling daily. Reporters from 
The New York Times to the Associated 


Press could only identify Harrah as a “local 
developer,” which is kind of like describing 
Dana Rohrabacher as an “area politician.” 

“I believe very strongly in preserving 
the leading voice for news and informa¬ 
tion in Orange County and the Inland 
Empire,” Harrah said. “By investing in 
Freedom, we are investing in the future of 
our community.” 

By “our community,” of course, Harrah 
means “I finally have a tenant for my 
Freudian phallic fortress”—which he now 
has his biggest chance of building if the 
Register becomes his printing press. 

It seems strange to outside observers 
that someone like Harrah might want to 
buy it—after all, developers haven’t cared 
about owning newspapers since the days 
of the Los Angeles Times Chandler clan. 


But then, few developers are as adamant 
about embiggening their public per¬ 
sona via media as Harrah. Over the past 
decade, he has done everything possible 
to paint himself as Santa Ana’s savior, 
sponsoring videos (the most recent one, 
Santa Ana: The Heart of Orange County, 
has Harrah flying a helicopter; with 
One Broadway Plaza in the frame, he 
finally sits to extol the virtues of OC’s 
county seat), vanity magazines, even 
New Urbanism conferences. Key to all 
of these ostensibly independent produc¬ 
tions is the idea that One Broadway Plaza 
is the final piece to transform the city 
from a Mexican wasteland into a gentri- 
fier’s paradise. Earlier this year, Harrah 
dropped mucho dinero with the Register 
on a nearly-weekly Sunday “sponsored 


content” series in the paper hailing his 
vision of the city. 

Simply put, this is a man so in love with 
himself (can anyone find the magazine 
photo of him playing the upright bass 
during a staged jam session at his old 
Ambrosia restaurant?) and so obsessed 
with building his steel-and-glass simu¬ 
lacrum for all of the world to gaze upon 
that he’s now willing to buy a newspaper 
to make it happen. That’s the conspiracy 
theory going around Orange County Reg¬ 
ister employees: that Harrah wants to buy 
them just so they can become the tenants 
he needs for One Broadway Plaza, so 
the Register can become the propaganda 
hammer that will drown out and trash 
any critics, and so he can tear down the 
current Reg offices (which Harrah con¬ 
veniently bought last year at a bargain 
rate) and flip that into other develop¬ 
ments. Indeed, sources tell the Weekly 
that Harrah was spotted with Mirman 
multiple times this summer in the Regis¬ 
ter newsroom talking about future plans 
while looking out the windows—not just 
for the paper, but the land that Harrah 
now owns. 

Harrah is someone who celebrates 
feel-good nothingness and loathes inves¬ 
tigative reporting, probably because he 
was once the landlord to both this paper 
and the Voice of OC, two media outlets 
that delighted in pointing out his pompos¬ 
ity. To allow Harrah his own newspaper 
is the worst thing that can happen to 
Orange County—he’ll make “Papa” Doug 
Manchester (the former owner of the San 
Diego Union-Tribune, who bought the 
paper just to push his favored develop¬ 
ment projects) seem as much of a serious 
newsman as former Washington Post 
executive editor Ben Bradlee. 

“We had a bad-enough run with [for¬ 
mer owner Aaron Kushner], but imagine 
having Mike Harrah as our boss,” fretted a 
Register veteran, who requested anonym¬ 
ity. “Nothing but blowjob pieces about his 
properties and pals.” 

Manchester, by the way, ended up sell¬ 
ing the Union-Tribune this May to the Tri¬ 
bune Co. (owners of the Times ) after just 
three years as owner, though he kept the 
daily’s real estate. The Tribune Co. has also 
expressed interest in buying the Register. 
Will Harrah blast yet another opponent 
out of his way? The Reg newsroom—and all 
of OC, for that matter—certainly hopes not.

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Is California about to execute an 
innocent man for murder?

A t the age of 5 on Nov. 15,1984, Jerrod Hessling 
witnessed the murder of his family’s live-in 
babysitter, Linda Faye Rodgers. Jerrod watched 
the killer strike Rodgers with a metal chain, 
drag her to the master bedroom inside his ranch-style 
residence on the 1700 block of West Wilshire Avenue 
in Santa Ana, and then retrieve a knife from the kitchen 
and a hammer from another room before demanding the 
location of drugs and cash. In the aftermath, the bound, 
semi-stripped, 25-year-old woman, who had been beaten, 
raped and repeatedly stabbed, lay dead on the bed. Blood 
spatter on the ceiling and walls signaled the attack’s fero¬ 
ciousness. A used white vibrator found near her thighs 
added to the grisly display. 

When police arrived at the crime scene, Jerrod 
described the killer as a “white man” wearing “a white 
shirt, black belt and white pants.” As a cop later testi¬ 
fied, officers transported the boy to the police station 
to “see if he could differentiate races.” They displayed 
photographs of two Asian males, two Caucasian males, 
a Latino and two African-Americans and asked him to 
identify the men by race. He easily performed the task. 
After they repeatedly tested the boy’s memory of the 
murder, the detectives noted that his description of the 
killer didn’t change. 

However, according to court records, at least three 
adults in the boy’s life wanted him to label the killer a 
black man: his mother, Margaret Henriksen, a welfare 


scammer; his stepfather Kai Henriksen, a convicted 
killer and member of a whites-only, Southern Cali¬ 
fornia biker club called the Nuggets; and Michael A. 
Jacobs, a prosecutor in the Orange County district 
attorney’s office (OCDA). 

From the outset of the investigation, Jacobs pursued 
a lone suspect: Kenneth Clair. The 25-year-old, ninth- 
grade high-school dropout with a robbery conviction 
from New Orleans had moved to California a year earlier, 
but because of family neglect and his own substance- 
abuse issues, he wound up homeless in Orange County. 
In the months before Rodgers’ murder, he’d squatted 
on and off in a vacant residence next door. Authorities 
even believe he’d burglarized the Henriksen home a 
week before the murder. But Jacobs had a huge problem: 
The main witness said the killer was white, and Clair is 
unmistakably a dark-skinned African-American. 

Putting Jerrod on the witness stand at a preliminary 
hearing, the prosecutor asked if he’d know the killer 
if he saw him again. The boy answered affirmatively. 
Jacobs pointed at Clair, who was seated at the defense 
table in the courtroom and asked, “Do you recognize 
that man or not?” 

According to the official transcript, Jerrod shook his 
head negatively before saying, “No.” 

Jacobs shot back, “You don’t?” 

“No.” 

“What?” 


“No.” 

‘You don’t think that’s him?” 

“No.” 

Jacobs tried to break the kid’s resolve that day, but the 
effort failed as the witness uttered “no” a fifth time. 

At a later deposition, the prosecutor explained away 
Jerrod’s observations. “My experience tells me that chil¬ 
dren, particularly in traumatic situations, aren’t good at 
recounting what happens,” he said. “And they are par¬ 
ticularly less observant about color than adults.” Pressed 
for backup, he admitted he really hadn’t had meaningful 
prior experience with child witnesses. 

Nonetheless, Jacobs, who mimicked the defendant’s 
colloquial black English at trial, still won a conviction. 
Clair is now a resident of San Quentin State Prison’s noto¬ 
rious death row. California officials want to execute him, 
but a date has yet to be selected. 

How Clair landed in this predicament is a story of 
sloppy police work, unsavory government witnesses, 
incompetent defense lawyering and a sneaky prosecu¬ 
tor who helped to keep more than a dozen crucial, pro- 
defense facts from an overwhelmingly Caucasian jury. 

Yet this story is more than an alarming history lesson. 
Evidence shows that the same unethical, win-at-all-costs 
prosecution mindset employed against Clair 28 years ago 
continues to taint present-day cases in Orange County.

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A Clair Case of Injustice

M ost citizens probably assume 
our criminal-justice system is 
loaded with fail-safe checks 
and balances that guaran¬ 
tee the innocent are never convicted, 
especially in death-penalty cases. That 
notion is too often a fantasy in Orange 
County. Twenty-three months into what 
has become known nationally as the OC 
snitch scandal, three overarching conclu¬ 
sions have crystalized for anyone still in 
the dark. 

The integrity of our system relies on the 
integrity of prosecutors who alert defense 
lawyers to the existence of government- 
possessed exculpatory evidence and turn 
the records over in a timely fashion. There 
are plenty of games dishonest deputy DAs 
can play to sandbag unwitting defendants, 
win questionable if not downright errone¬ 
ous convictions, and then callously cel¬ 
ebrate another victory that can be added 
to their resumes. And while certain OCDA 
prosecutors and investigators earned 
praise during the past decade for solv¬ 
ing complex cold-case murders, some of 
their colleagues, who may look the part of 
Bible-study teachers, are, in reality, relent¬ 
less cheaters. 

Weekly readers are already familiar 
with Jacobs. He’s the prosecutor who 
viewed himself as the courthouse Ter¬ 
minator, bragging about his knack for 
handing defendants the death penalty and 
mocking those in law enforcement whom 
he didn’t believe shared his enthusiasm. 
How shameless was this prosecutor? 
Jacobs wrote himself into a disconcerting 
footnote in the annals of our nation’s legal 
system by convicting two men, eventu¬ 
ally state-executed Thomas Thompson 
and still-imprisoned David Leitch, for the 
same Laguna Beach murder by hiding 
records and arguing contradictory facts 
to two separate juries. (See “Recent Proof 
of Prosecutorial Misconduct Mirrors 
OCDA’s Bad Old Days,” May 6.) 

The Thompson/Leitch scam pleased 
Tony Rackauckas, his old colleague who 
named Jacobs the head of the OCDA 
homicide unit when he became DA in 
1999. Rackauckas fired him two years 
later for insubordination and dishonesty. 
Since then, revelation after revelation in 
multiple cases has enhanced Jacobs’ repu¬ 
tation as a prosecutor who’d been on the 
prowl to tilt the scales of justice against 
his targets, including Thompson, Leitch, 
Clair and William Charles Payton. 

In Payton’s death-penalty case, Jacobs 
and sheriff’s deputies employed jailhouse 
informants Alejandro Garcia and Daniel 
Escalara to secure self-incriminating 
statements by the defendant in violation 
of a ruling called Massiah, which bans the 
government from surreptitiously coaxing 
self-incriminating utterances from sus¬ 
pects who have already been charged and 
have legal representation. Law enforce¬ 
ment claimed Escalara, a Mexican Mafia 
associate, hadn’t been a secret agent and 


had accidentally overheard Payton talk, 
a scenario that—if true—meant rightful 
inclusion in a trial. But officials had con¬ 
cocted a ruse. 

OCDA deceptions didn’t end there. The 
prosecutor kept the defense from learning 
additional information that would have 
eviscerated Escalara’s credibility with 
the jury. While working as a snitch, the 
convicted armed robber committed a sec¬ 
ond violent robbery with a knife. Neither 
Payton’s jurors nor lawyers knew Jacobs 
would reward the thug for his assistance 
with probation instead of prison or that, 
once free, the government tool would use 
a gun to kill an innocent victim during 
a third robbery. Nor did anyone outside 
the government know Escalara ordered a 
murder of another hoodlum working as 
a law-enforcement snitch, according to 
court records. 

Jacobs made sure he’d clandestinely 
smothered any chance Payton’s lawyers 
could impeach his star witness because 
he hid damning information contained 


in the Orange County Informant Index 
(OCII). When the California Attorney 
General’s office took over defense of the 
death-penalty conviction in 1999, they 
learned of the prosecutor’s fraud with the 
OCII and that he’d misrepresented his 
role in the sweetheart Escalara deal. Chief 
Assistant AG David Druliner told Rack¬ 
auckas and Jacobs he would report the 
transgressions if they didn’t surrender the 
OCII to Payton’s appellate lawyers. The 
prosecutor balked, writing in a terse letter 
that OCDA considered the index beyond 
the reach of a judge. Late last year, the 
public learned that Sheriff Sandra Hutch¬ 
ens’ deputies inside the Orange County 
Sheriff’s Department (OCSD) used the 
same excuse to conceal 25 years’ worth 
of records in a computer system called 
TRED that contains exculpatory informa¬ 
tion on untold numbers of defendants. 

Credit for uncovering the OCII and 
TRED schemes goes to Scott Sanders, an 
assistant public defender. His investiga¬ 
tions since 2013 have become a nightmare 


for OCDA and OCSD; entrenched cops, 
including Hutchens, insist inadvertent 
errors have been artificially twisted into 
acts of dishonesty, a stance Sanders finds 
laughable. “There are hundreds, if not 
thousands, of cases in which similar, if not 
worse, misconduct has simply remained 
entirely hidden from view,” he declared 
in August. 

I n the days before her murder, 
Rodgers called her mother in 
Florida, told her she wanted to move 
out of the Henriksens’ residence, 
voiced fears for her safety and predicted 
she would not live to see her 26th birth¬ 
day. At the time, she didn’t know Clair. But 
she’d had disputes with Kai Henriksen, 
who had a rap sheet for committing vol¬ 
untary manslaughter in 1965 and thought 
she owed him $300, according to court 
records. Neighbors reported screaming 
and death threats coming from inside 
the house before the murder. They also 
saw a daily traffic of individuals dropping 















by the residence for brief periods, a pat¬ 
tern that seemed to indicate drugs were 
being sold there. Indeed, police collected 
witness statements that stated the Hen- 
riksens were “heavy meth users” who’d 
“frequently” thrown biker parties. Fur¬ 
thermore, witnesses claimed, Rodgers had 
been a “house mouse,” serving as a combi¬ 
nation babysitter/sex slave for the couple. 

Those circumstances coupled with the 
location of the residence on the cusp of a 
region claimed by the F Troop criminal 
street gang should have caused Jacobs and 
police to cast a wide suspect net. But Jacobs’ 
laser-like focus on Clair didn’t account for 
inconvenient facts. Instead, he compiled 
the best case he could against Clair. As in his 
other cases, those tactics included unethi¬ 
cal moves. For example, OCDA arrested 
Margaret Henriksen for welfare fraud after 
the murder; waited for her to testify against 
the defendant, with charges looming; then, 
days after the end of Clair’s case, gave her a 
sweetheart deal. Jurors remained unaware 
of the maneuvering. 

The defense didn’t match the prosecu¬ 
tor’s aggressiveness. Julian Bailey, Clair’s 
lawyer, a former prosecutor working his 
first death-penalty case, made stunningly 
questionable trial decisions. Bailey didn’t 
call Jerrod to the stand to tell jurors about 
his original statement concerning the 
killer’s race, failed to alert them to the 
contents of the victim’s call to her mother, 
botched objecting properly to Jacobs’ 
suspicious peremptory strikes that booted 
three of four African-Americans from the 
juror panel, and allowed them to render 
a verdict without being apprised of the 
drug allegations. In a 2008 media inter¬ 
view, Bailey, who is now a judge, deflected 
any notion of his own incompetence and 
sold out his client, telling reporters the 
evidence against Clair had been “pretty 
overwhelming.” 

Four years earlier, Bailey hadn’t been 
so smug. “I never interviewed Jerrod or 
any of the other children or adults who 
lived in the house,” he acknowledged in 
an August 2004 affidavit obtained by the 
Weekly. “My failure to do so may have 
been deficient lawyering on my part.” 

Appellate lawyers for Clair were aghast. 
They observed, “Had the jury known 
that the house was a drug house, the jury 
would have understood that the murderer 
may have been one of the many perpe¬ 
trators of violence in the drug trade—a 
desperate user, a dissatisfied customer, a 
stiffed supplier or a rival dealer—rather 
than a transient stranger, who happened 
to be living next door.” 

They had a point. There is no finger¬ 
print, hair or DNA evidence putting Clair 
within the crime scene. Detectives could 
not find any eyewitnesses to counter Jer- 
rod’s description of the killer or that of 
another child who witnessed the killing 
and saw a white man’s tattooed arm reach 
inside the residence to open a sliding 
glass door. Upon learning in 1999 how 
many facts hadn’t been introduced at 
trial, juror Beverly Bragassa said she felt 
hoodwinked. “I cannot understand why 
the jury was not told this information, and 


it makes me mad at the judicial system,” 
she declared. 

Jurors also did not know of the pros¬ 
ecution team’s sly management of another 
witness. According to court records, 
Pauline Flores, Clair’s girlfriend, wanted 
“payback” because she thought he’d 
cheated on her. Flores claimed she had 
been his companion immediately before 
and just after the murder, and when she 
asked him that night what he’d been doing 
during an hour intermittence, the defen¬ 
dant supposedly said he’d been “beating 
up a woman.” 

Her account had problems for the cops, 
however. Santa Ana police detectives 
believed the killer would have been soiled 
with blood spatter, but Flores saw nothing 
unusual about his clothing. She did report 
seeing him with several items—stereo 
speakers, a blanket, a six-pack of Bud- 
weiser and jewelry—that the Henriksens 
later said were stolen from their house 
during the time of the killing. 

Jacobs believed he possessed the most 
important piece of evidence proving his 
case: a surreptitious police recording 
Flores made of Clair about four months 
after the murder. He summarized the 
tape’s contents for jurors, claiming the 
defendant had essentially said, “No big 
deal.... All I did was kill somebody.” His 
version fudged the truth. 

On the recording, Clair denied being 
the killer, but in response to her repeated 
demands to admit his guilt, he also made 
potentially incriminating statements, 
including “They can’t prove a mother- 
fucking thing, not unless you open your 
fucking mouth,” “Nobody seen nothing” 
and “Baby, what you fail to realize [is] 
how the motherfuckers gonna prove I 
was there?” 

Had he confessed or simply stated a 
fact that he hadn’t been at the house and 
therefore nobody saw him there? Jacobs 
thought the sentences unquestionably 
proved guilt beyond a reasonable doubt. 
Years later, in May 1992, the California 
Supreme Court agreed, opining Clair’s 
words were “sufficiently substantial to 
support a conclusion that the defendant 
was indeed the perpetrator”—enough to 
execute him. 

But doubts continued to emerge. In 
2001 and 2005, Flores admitted she’d 
testified wrongly about placing Clair near 
the house on the night of the murder. She 
had been bedridden, heavily medicated 
and mentally foggy at the time from a bike 
accident that had resulted in severe head 
trauma. “I could not have gone out of the 
house [that week],” she recalled under 
oath in a statement. 

What caused her contradictory testi¬ 
mony? “The police detective took advan¬ 
tage of my mental state at the time,” she 
claimed, “which was a combination of the 
injuries that I sustained in the accident 
and my immediate anger and hatred of 
Kenneth Clair, to manipulate me into 
assisting them in placing [him] at the crime 
scene and murder of Linda Rodgers.” 

Jerrod’s racial identification of the

killer flip-flopped between the pre¬ 
liminary hearing and what he stated 
under oath during the trial. In 2004, he 
explained that his stepfather “hated black 
people” and had lobbied him to change 
his stance. “I remember him saying to me, 
Are you sure it’s not that nigger? I think it 
was him.’” 

The resulting flip-flop helped to ruin 
Clair’s defense. “After Kai said these 
things to me, I changed my description of 
the assailant to being a black man,” Jerrod 
recalls. According to court records, Jerrod 
now believes a biker killed Rodgers after 
she threatened to report his stepdad to the 
authorities “because of all the drug deal¬ 
ing going [on] in our house.” 

Despite the recanting of both key 
witnesses, OCDA officials continued to 
defend Clair’s conviction. But they had 
another huge bombshell coming—one that 


to bury OCII records, especially when 
the information undermined their cases. 
Sanders made that discovery while rep¬ 
resenting two pending death-penalty 
cases: People v. Scott Dekraai and People 
v. Daniel Wozniak. By 2014, Jacobs—who 
recently told the Weekly he committed 
no wrongdoing in any of his cases—was 
long gone, but his sneaky moves were 
still being copied. 

Dan Wagner, Jacobs’ latest successor 
as chief of the OCDA’s homicide unit, 
refused for two years to turn over to 
Sanders records of prolific government 
snitch Fernando Perez, a Mexican Mafia 
killer. Superior Court Judge Thomas M. 
Goethals forced compliance with dis¬ 
covery rules. Erik S. Petersen, Wagner’s 
colleague who recently resigned, also 
made misleading representations about 
the OCII in separate cases. (See “Police 
Doctored Report, Prosecutor Lied In 
Wild Attempted Murder Case Near Dis¬ 
neyland,” Nov. 4.) 

To summarize: Wagner, Petersen and 



would rock the government’s theory of 
the killing. 

T he relationship between Rack- 
auckas and Jacobs ended with 
the prosecutor’s firing in 2001. 
The DA considered Jacobs dis¬ 
honest, and the prosecutor fancied his 
boss corrupt. That’s the gist of what the 
public discovered about the rift. We didn’t 
know at the time that the AG’s office had 
formally but privately blasted OCDA for 
hiding the OCII from defense lawyers. In 
other words, the DA’s office could never 
afterward legitimately claim ignorance 
about the mandate for sharing the index 
when appropriate. 

Reforms were not enacted, however. 
With Rackauckas in control for the next 
decade and a half, the office continued 


others in OCDA allege their secrecy is a 
noble effort to shield their rats from retali¬ 
ation and that that concept can outrank 
a defendant’s right to a fair trial. If sur- 
rended, Perez’s record would have shown 
Sanders that honest cops had already 
labeled the snitch an untrustworthy liar 
before he began working with OCDA to 
give Dekraai the death penalty. 

During the trial against Clair, Jacobs 
told jurors they could feel good knowing 
the evidence demanded a conviction, that 
it proved the defendant had beaten, raped 
and murdered Rodgers. But in 2008, 
nearly 21 years after the defendant landed 
on death row, forensic testing unavailable 
at the time of the trial came back with 
a startling conclusion: The DNA of the 
sperm recovered inside Rodgers’ vagina 
did not belong to Clair.

It matches another individual. 

The stunning result didn’t shake 
Jacobs’ conviction. To him, nothing mat¬ 
tered but Clair’s alleged confession to 
Flores. He’d told the Orange County Reg¬ 
ister he didn’t care if people complained 
otherwise “until the cows come home.” 

H aving found Clair guilty of a 

special-circumstances murder, 
the prosecution and the defense 
turned their attention to tak¬ 
ing opposing positions about whether he 
should get life in prison without the pos¬ 
sibility of parole or death. Jacobs, of course, 
wanted the ultimate punishment. Bailey, the 
defense lawyer angling for the lesser pun¬ 
ishment, took the same lackluster approach 
he’d used in the unsuccessful trial stage. 

According to court records, Bailey 
didn’t prepare key witnesses or thor¬ 
oughly interview people knowledge¬ 
able about his client’s life story. He did 
describe Clair as enduring a “poor” back¬ 
ground. But that weak description robbed 
jurors of a fair counterposition to Jacobs’ 
insistence he was a monster. 

Here’s the true story Bailey could 
have told the jury, but didn’t: Clair had 
been born out of wedlock to a party¬ 
ing 16-year-old mother, who routinely 
left her infant son home alone for days. 
Wearing grossly soiled diapers, he would 
crawl to neighbors’ apartments for food 
and care. One of his uncles abused him as 
he grew up, including slamming his head 
into a telephone pole during a temper 


tantrum. That incident caused the teen¬ 
ager to get drunk and rob two women 
in a New Orleans park of $12. He served 
five years in Louisiana’s infamous Angola 
prison, where older inmates frequently 
beat and raped him, incarceration 
records prove. Friends observed him fall 
into regular drug use after his release. 

As with many Americans, Clair hoped to 
find a new life by moving to California. 
But luck evaded him. A different uncle 


threw him out of his house in Santa Ana; 
he lost a job as a cook at Cracker Bar¬ 
rel; and, penniless, he became homeless 
before Rodgers’ death. 

n hopes of freeing Clair from his 
execution fate, his lawyers have 
repeatedly asked the government to 
provide them with the identity of the 
sperm contributor. The disclosure could 
enhance their cries of injustice. But 


Rackauckas and OCDA insist confidenti¬ 
ality is required. 

At a 2010 hearing with Judge Goeth- 
als, Senior Deputy District Attorney Scott 
Simmons claimed the match belonged 
to a person who had been too young 
to have committed the killing. John R. 
Grele, Clair’s San Francisco-based lawyer, 
argued the defense deserved to know the 
identity so it could explore if one of the 
person’s paternal relatives deposited the 
DNA in Rodgers and, more important, 
could have been the murderer. 

An innocent man’s life is at stake, Grele 
reminded the judge. Simmons countered 
with what can be called the “trust us” expla¬ 
nation that OCDA would disclose the infor¬ 
mation if officials believed it would under¬ 
mine the case against Clair. He also said that 
because prosecutors won’t concede they 
convicted the wrong man, privacy concerns 
for the sperm contributor’s relatives are now 
the paramount issue. Goethals, instrumental 
in exposing corruption in other recent trials, 
this time sided with prosecutors. 

For seven years, the DNA evidence has 
remained a secret. 

C. J. Ford, a veteran Orange County pri¬ 
vate detective hired by Clair’s relatives, is 
disgusted by the stonewalling. He said this 
month, “The only way that Clair will get 
any justice or Clair’s case will be reviewed 
is if this story goes public and the DA’s 
office is jammed up on why they really do 
not want to reveal the name of the person 
leaving DNA at the crime scene.”

LA’s TULIPS—all caps with the umlaut, 
much like you’d write Motorhead—are a 
twin-guitar, twin-singer band with twin 
commitments to the peak moments of 
shoegaze and riot grrrl.

Kang Ho-Dong Baekjeong in Buena Park is all about the pig

I admit it: I’m late in discovering 

Kang Ho-Dong Baekjeong. Friends 
have been singing the praises of 
the Buena Park branch of the 
popular K-Town joint for more than a 
few months. But I wasn’t listening. “How 
could it be much different or better than 
Surah across the street?” I thought. In 
the meantime, Kang Ho-Dong Baekjeong 
announced it’s opening a branch in a shut¬ 
tered Irvine Denny’s, and then the Buena 
Park location won Best Korean Restaurant 
in our recent Best Of Issue. 

That was when I started Googling and 
found out the “Kang Ho-Dong” part is 
actually the name of a South Korean wres¬ 
tling champion turned comedian and pop¬ 
ular TV host, which I guess makes him 
the equivalent of the Rock, Ricky Gervais 
and Ryan Seacrest in one jolly package. 
Kang Ho-Dong also happens to be a res¬ 
taurant mogul with more than a dozen of 
these Korean barbecues in his homeland 
and a growing roster in the States. 

I had no idea of its popularity when I 
finally asked my friends to meet me there 
at 7 on a Saturday night. After waiting an 
hour outside with the crowd, they told me 
they usually go earlier to avoid the crush 
of people. Like, 4 p.m. 

When we were finally paged, we were 
greeted by a life-sized cardboard cutout 
of a grinning Kang Ho-Dong at the door. 
This, I thought, was nothing like Surah. 
First, it’s not an all-you-can-eat joint. 
Second, the customers skewed at least 10 
years younger. No one seemed to mind the 
blaring thump-thump-thump of the K-pop 
in the background. And then there’s the 
openness of the room itself. Unlike Surah, 


which employs dividers, we were close 
enough to the next table to pluck off a 
piece of meat and clink glasses for a toast. 
Each station was also no bigger than a 
round picnic table, with a stove in the 
middle and a retractable ventilation duct 
that hung from the ceiling. Despite it, a 
haze settled in the room as though it were 
a San Francisco morning. 

Before long, the waiter ignited our grill 
with a whoosh, installed a convex metal 
cooktop and proceeded to arrange the 
first course of pork jowls from our set 
meal on it to sear. I noticed the griddle 
was surrounded by a moat of beaten egg. 

I realized immediately this was a work 
of pure genius: As the fat melted off the 
pork, it cascaded into the well, turning the 
mixture into the world’s best scrambled 
eggs. On the other side, in another com¬ 
partment, shredded cheese and corn ker¬ 
nels melded into the Korean bar staple of 
corn cheese. We would gorge on multiple 
refills of egg and corn cheese that night, 
but the pork was savored. 

Snipped with scissors by our server into 
smaller chunks, the pork jowls gushed juice 
amid their tender chew. The slabs of pork 
belly that came after were flawless, sliced 
up after they rendered down to become rip¬ 
pling morsels of fat I dunked into a saucer 
of sesame oil and salt. After that, the thinly 
sliced version of the pork belly arrived in 
frozen white curls, but it never touched 
our griddle. It was instead whisked to the 
kitchen to be stir-fried and gilded with a 
spicy glaze, then returned to our table with 
tufts of shredded scallions on the side. 

Perhaps the best part about eating 
pork at Baekjeong was that none of it 


felt greasy. On the palate, every pre¬ 
mium piece of hog finished as cleanly as 
sashimi. Besides the instructions to mix 
wasabi into the dipping bowls of a tangy 
secret house sauce to achieve “MAXI¬ 
MUM” flavor, nothing the restaurant 
served distracted from the meat’s divine 
provenance. There were none of those 
rice noodle mats other Korean barbecue 
joints often use as filler and very few 
panchan. We encountered some kimchi, 
a tiny pajeon pancake, cold tofu and a 
sugary glazed sweet potato, but that was 
it. In fact, the only side items that mat¬ 
tered were the two salads we nibbled in 
between bites of meat for contrast and 
palate cleansing. Our dinner was instead 
laser-focused on the best parts of the pig, 
as well as how many beer and soju bombs 
we could construct in glasses marked as a 
graduated cylinder so as to customize our 
level of drunkenness. 

After we finished the pork, we closed 
our meal as all Baekjeong’s Korean cus¬ 
tomers do: with the lunchbox rice. Our 
server presented it to us in a tin container, 
showing off the contents of rice, a fried 
egg, various veggies and some gochujang. 
He quickly sealed it with a lid, then shook 
the thing as though he were channeling 
Tom Cruise in Cocktail. If the wonders of 
pork don’t convince you that Kang Ho- 
Dong Baekjeong is truly OC’s best Korean 
restaurant, the showmanship in making 
this impromptu bibimbap will.

T here's old-school, and then there's 
0LD-SK00L—and Taco Boy is 
definitely the latter. It's so old-skool it's 
right across from the original Northgate 
Gonzalez Supermarket in Anaheim, 
between the legendary El Polio Fino 
and notorious paisa bar La Taverna. 
Taco Boy is one of the first true 
taquerias to open in Orange County, of 
the same generation as Taqueria de 
Anda and Taqueria Tapatia. I remember 
coming here when it had just opened 
in the late 1980s, at a time when most 
Mexican restaurants were still of the 
Tex-Mex combo-plate variety and most 
wabs ate at home if they wanted a 
taste of the patria. 

Now, Taco Boy is almost a relic, the 
business that remained static while its 
contemporaries went on to conquer 
OC. The most complex items on the 
menu are the menudo and birria on 
weekends, with carne asada fries and 
nachos tacked on for their customers' 
pocho kids. The yellow paint job is the 
same, as well as the mirrors that take up 
a whole wall. It's so non-revolutionary 
now that police officers frequent the 
place for lunch, knowing there won't 
be a problem. But that's the beauty of 
Taco Boy: Long ago, it picked one thing 
to master—tacos, cheap and quick— 
and never stopped. The meats are the 
tried and true—carne asada, carnitas, 
al pastor and the like—but juicy, not 
reduced to charcoal. Your choice cov¬ 
ers the small tortillas they come on, so 
your initial pinch spills forth the meat, 
along with the red salsa. And that red 
salsa! It's one not seen anymore in 0C: 
a thick, spicy adobo-type condiment 
similar to what's offered by LA's legend¬ 
ary King Taco chain. 

I once made a personal vow to no 
longer review taquerias that don't offer 
regional specialties, but Taco Boy is 
so fundamentally old-skool it deserves 
your respect. Besides, in this era of taco 
inflation, its one-buck-and-change price 
doesn't rip you off and will trigger nostal¬ 
gia for the days when Anaheim wasn't a 
corrupt cesspool. jSalud!

Miner Drama 

The 33’s true story works best when it’s underground

H ow do you dramatize the 
unthinkable? On Aug. 5, 

2010,33 Chilean miners were 
trapped when the 100-year- 
old gold and copper mine in which they 
were working collapsed around them. 

For weeks, no one knew if they were alive 
or dead. But 69 days later, after a team of 
international drilling experts had worked 
around the clock, everyone was brought 
safely to the surface. The 33, directed by 
Patricia Riggen, makes a valiant effort to 
tell this harrowing story onscreen, and 
there are moments when every shifting 
plate clicks right into place. In the end, 
though, the picture stumbles, and it may 
not completely be the fault of the film¬ 
makers. Unless you drastically alter the 
details of real life, they don’t always trans¬ 
late meaningfully to the screen. But at the 
very least, The 33 errs on the side of hon- 
orability in telling the men’s stories. 

Riggen—whose previous credits include 
the 2007 drama Under the Same Moon- 
takes great care in setting the scene, 
underscoring just how much these dirty, 
dangerous jobs mean to these men. The 
picture was filmed in the Atacama Desert, 
just kilometers away from the actual mine; 
cinematographer Checco Varese cap¬ 
tures the rugged, dispiriting beauty of the 


place, all golden and dry, like a forgotten 
planet. It’s there that we meet the ragtag 
group of miners, innocently unaware of 
the trial that awaits them: Mario (Anto¬ 
nio Banderas) is a family man who needs 
more work, so he approaches supervisor 
Luis, also known as “Don Lucho” (Lou 
Diamond Phillips), for some extra hours. 
Alex (Mario Casas), a mechanic by trade, 
opts—reluctantly—to try mining work as 
a way of making more money for himself, 
his wife and their unborn child. There’s 
also Dario (Juan Pablo Raba), an alcoholic 
who has become estranged from his only 
family member, his sister, Maria (Juliette 
Binoche, in a stock earth-mother role); 
Edison (Jacob Vargas), a jovial Elvis imper¬ 
sonator; and Yonni (Oscar Nunez), who, it 
turns out, has both a wife and a lady friend 
on the side, a secret life that ends up caus¬ 
ing amusing reverberations aboveground. 

The sequence showing the miners’ being 
trapped is a nightmare for claustrophobics, 
with hurtling rocks and sheets of dust fall¬ 
ing like hard, gray rain. The men pile into 
a rickety-looking open truck and gun the 
engine, desperate to make it out in time. 
This is the moment you might fear, as I 
did, that The 33 will turn this extraordinary 
real-life story into a cheap disaster movie. 

But Riggen and screenwriters Mikko 


Alanne, Craig Borten and Michael 
Thomas (using a story by Jose Rivera 
and Hector Tobar’s 2014 book about the 
disaster and rescue, Deep Down Dark, as 
sources) quickly shift gears. The action 
in The 33 toggles between the story of 
the trapped men below and the families 
and rescuers waiting and working above. 
(The latter group includes Laurence Gol- 
borne—played with low-key determina¬ 
tion by Rodrigo Santoro—Chile’s stalwart 
minister of mining, who had been on the 
job only four months when the disaster 
occurred.) One of the chief problems with 
The 33 is that when we’re aboveground, 
we long to be below, with the men. That’s 
partly because the actors who play them 
are so appealing. At one point, Banderas, 
gazing upon the gargantuan boulder that 
blocks the men’s path to the surface, says, 
“That’s not a rock; that’s the heart of the 
mountain. She finally broke.” You could 
call the dialogue corny and overblown, 
but it more than suits the moment and the 
mood, and Banderas delivers it as if it’s a 
line of folk poetry. 

The movie falters in the last third, 
once the families and rescuers discover 
the men are alive but must still find a 
way to get them out: Even if, in real life, 
the situation were still desperately tense 


at that point, the picture loses some 
of its urgency. But parts of the movie’s 
midsection, in which the men negotiate 
dim, cramped quarters and meager food 
rations, are superb: The sight of Banderas’ 
Mario, the de facto leader of the group 
and the keeper of the food, carefully 
pouring a few inches of milk into each 
of 33 plastic cups, is both comical and 
wrenching. And there’s a lovely dreamlike 
sequence in which a small blob of tuna 
mixed with water becomes, for each man, 
an imaginary feast fit for an underground 
king, a bountiful repast shared with loved 
ones. Cinematographer Varese has done 
beautiful work here: Even when the men 
are at their skinniest, dirtiest and most 
discouraged, their skin glows with a soft 
light, as if they’re absorbing as much heav¬ 
enly grace as possible to get them through 
this ordeal. The heart of the mountain 
may have broken, but they didn’t.

ENTERTAINMENT Less a film you watch 
than a breakdown episode you try to get 
through, Rick Alverson's Entertainment 
is a bottomed-out desert lulu that man¬ 
ages to make its 110 minutes pass like 
the worst month of your life. It's slow, 
seamy, pained, sometimes hallucina¬ 
tory, a dismal sort of fantasy camp 
for anyone who might like to tour the 
Mojave's diviest bars as a depressed 
and detested stand-up comic. It's thrill¬ 
ing but also sometimes so dull you can 
feel your mouth going stale as you wait 
for something to happen—but also so 
tense you'll probably hope that nothing 
actually does. Gregg Turkington stars as 
his longtime alter ego Neil Hamburger, 
a phlegmatic comic in a ratty tux whose 
bombing non-jokes are like lEDs built 
from Henny Youngman's leftovers: "Why 
don't rapists eat at TGI Fridays?" he 


says, not really asking. "Because it's 
hard to rape with a stomachache!" 
Hecklers get dressed down in the foul¬ 
est of terms, at excruciating length. The 
routine is real, in its way: Turkington 
has played the character for a decade 
before audiences in the know and not. 

In Entertainment, trickily, Turkington 
isn't precisely playing Hamburger. 
Instead, he's playing a man who isn't 
Turkington who plays Hamburger, 
without Turkington's self-awareness 
or success. When not onstage, this 
Hamburger slumps through the Mojave's 
tourist sites and resists connection with 
the couple of people who seem to care 
for him, including a cousin, played by 
John C. Reilly, who offers the only per¬ 
formance in the movie that viewers will 
all laugh at together. The other laughs 
wait for the sympathetic to mine them 
from awkward silences as wide as the 
Mojave horizons. (R) Alan Scherstuhl.

BRIDGE OF SPIES Steven Spielberg's 
true-story Cold War procedural Bridge of 
Spies has a wintry chill. The colors are 
gray and green, the skin tones pale as 
frozen fish, and the film stock fuzzed and 
snowy. Our protagonist, James Donovan 
(Tom Hanks) spends half the movie way¬ 
laid by a cold and takes his important 
meetings huddled over scotch, as if for 
warmth. It's easy to feel how the US and 
Russia thought this permafrost would last 
forever. The story starts in 1957, the year 
Donovan was drafted to defend Russian 
spy Rudolf Abel (Mark Rylance) on three 
indictments of thermonuclear espionage. 
Abel, a sallow man with a tight frown and 
lilting eyebrows, was never going to be 
acquitted. With his client's guilt already 
decided, Donovan earns his pay merely 
by yanking Abel from the electric chair. 
Most people in America, the government 
included, would prefer he hadn't. But 
Donovan, a former insurance litigator, 
thinks Abel is valuable collateral. In the 
second act, set five years later as East 
Germany erects the Berlin Wall, Donovan 
has a chance to prove it by attempting to 
trade Abel to the Russians in exchange 
for Yankee pilot Francis Gary Powers 
(Austin Stowell), captured on a mission 
to photograph Soviet territory. Spielberg 
elbows us with the hypocrisy: We'd like 
our man back unharmed, even though 
we screamed to lynch theirs. Rather than 
examine the shifting loyalties of film noir, 
Spielberg purposefully drains the plot 
of intrigue. We're never in doubt where 
anyone stands. With the uses and themes 
established, Bridge of Spies is free to ask 
a more modern question: Are the good 
guys that much better than the bad? (PG- 
13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

GOOSEBUMPS To its credit, Rob 

Letterman's bumptious comic celebration 
of the impossibly popular Nineties kiddo 
fright novels by R.L. Stine spends more 
than half its running time bending itself to 
the spirit of Stine, rather than cramming 
Goosebumps into the studio tentpole tem¬ 
plate. Even when going for scares, Stine's 
work has always been smart about its silly 
dumbness. It's sly, self-aware, jovial—an 
adjective he appended to his name on 
the covers of books such as 101 School 
Cafeteria Jokes. Like the Goosebumps 
books, or like some childproofed version 
of the movies Joe Dante used to make, 
the movie crams much of creepshow his¬ 
tory into an Acme-brand woodchipper and 
then blasts it all into your face. But before 
the mayhem—involving a hovering death 
poodle, a car-spearing praying mantis, 
and the best onscreen iteration yet of 
murderous garden gnomes— Goosebumps 
is patient and witty in its setup, even risk¬ 
ing moments of beauty. Dylan Minnette 
plays a high school hunk freshly moved to 
Delaware, where he's immediately smitten 
with teen neighbor Hannah (Odeya Rush), 
who peers from a darkened window. Jack 
Black quickly turns up as Hannah's mys¬ 
terious father, warning Hunk Boy never to 
come near his daughter, but for once he 
resists going over the top, at first playing 
the heavy and then—in a meta twist that 
delighted me—an amusingly vain artist. 

I'm being vague, because Goosebumps 
boasts twists I'm glad I had no idea about, 
going in. Sadly, though, the revelation of 
the biggest and riskiest of these is the 
movie's peak, building to some uproarious 
mocking of Stine himself, and too much 
of the film's balance is given over to the 


usual CGI fantasy mishegoss. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE MARTIAN Desperation, anxiety, 
stubbornly saying yes to survival: If grand 
struggles are your thing, there are plenty 
in Ridley Scott's The Martian, based on 
Andy Weir's novel, which was first self- 
published in 2011 and then picked up by 
Crown in 2014—itself a rare seedling 
that took root against all odds. In both 
novel and movie, American astronaut 
Mark Watney is stranded on Mars when 
his fellow crew members leave him for 
dead after a ferocious dust storm. He 
comes to, alone on a planet indifferent to 
his existence, and presumes he's simply 
going to die. But he doesn't: Even on a 
dust-dry rock, Watney figures out how 
to make water; using his own excrement 
for manure, he succeeds in conjuring an 
indoor potato field. And because he's a 
scientist—a botanist—he keeps a log of 
his experiences, one that's both specific 
in its technical detail and cheerfully col¬ 
loquial. His interior monologues have a 
"Hey, I might end up dead!" esprit. Heavy 
on science patter, The Martian is all about 
problem-solving; cozy American ingenuity 
burns brightly in its heart. It's only partly 
a story about a man in peril; it's mostly 
a story about men (and a few women) 
taking control of the uncontrollable. It's 
confident, swaggering science fiction, not 
the despairing kind. That may be why, as 
elaborate and expensive-looking as The 
Martian is, it's almost totally lacking in 
poetry. This is an overwhelming picture, 
oversized in its scope and ambition, and 
the actors get ground in the machinery— 
except for Matt Damon. His Watney is the 
only one worth feeling anything for, and 
whatever The Martian's problems may be, 
Damon is undoubtedly the best thing in it. 
(PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

MISS YOU ALREADY British comedian 
Morwenna Banks has written one of the 
year's best scripts, a bitterly funny tear- 
jerker that sees cancer patients as full 
people: not just heroes, not just victims, 
but complicated human beings attempting 
to stand strong in a world that's turned 
to quicksand. Before her diagnosis, Toni 
Collette's Milly, an ex-party girl, sucked 
up all the oxygen in the room. Once she's 
ill, everyone who loves her is at risk of 
suffocation, especially childhood BFF 
Jess (Drew Barrymore), who's so wary of 
stealing Milly's spotlight that she's afraid 
to announce her own pregnancy. Most 
cancer dramas pretend to find real truths 
in the face of death. Their sad saints go 
off to the grave embracing religion and 
family like a tidy parting gift. Miss You 
Already is slipperier. Milly, the daughter 
of a shallow actress (Jacqueline Bisset), 
is terrified of losing her sex appeal. Her 
mood depends on whether she can find a 
gorgeous wig or convince her husband to 
touch her after a double mastectomy. Her 
needs aren't noble, but they're human. 
Milly and Jess' friendship is the founda¬ 
tion of the film, which is why it's rotten 
luck that the usually charming Barrymore 
comes across like a crumpled washcloth. 
Her jokes fall flat; her narration is tone- 
deaf. It's frustrating because Barrymore 
can do better—and this screenplay 
deserves the best. Hardwicke has a hard- 
earned emotional intelligence about the 
complexity of female friendship. Milly has 
two children and a husband, relationships 
of permanence due to blood and paper¬ 
work. But her relationship with Jess is a 
daily choice, and I became so invested 
in it that I spent the last twenty minutes 


blubbering into my scarf. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE PEANUTS MOVIE Yes, it's 3 D 
computer animation, and yes, it shows us 
more of the face of Charlie Brown's Little 
Red-Haired Girl than you ever thought 
you would see. But the news, for the most 
part, is good: The Peanuts Movie is much 
closer in spirit to Charles Schulz's half- 
century comic-strip masterpiece than, 
say, new episodes of The Simpsons are 
to the spirit of Matt Groening. The story— 
concocted by Craig and Bryan Schulz, 
sons of Charles, and Cornelius Uliano—is 
low-key Schulz stuff involving crushes, 
ice-skating, book reports, a school dance, 
and all the anxiety such everyday life 
stirs in our hero. Lucy rhapsodizes about 
the nickels she earns for her psychiatric 
advice, the hero mopes that nobody likes 
him, and the film has more moments of 
stillness and sadness than you would 
ever expect from a studio kids picture. 
There's too much WWI dogfighting, but 
that's the same as it ever was. What's 
surprising—even wondrous—is how 
often Schulz's precisely crooked line work 
informs the big-budget gloss. It's there in 
the tufts of dust kicked up by Pig-Pen and 
the lumpish globs of snowflakes. But most 
importantly it's in the faces, in the mouths 
and eyes and Schulzian worry lines, all 
sketched in with the raw expressiveness 
of pen on paper. Congratulations to direc¬ 
tor Steve Martino and his team: When's 
the last time a computer-animated feature 
showcased the power of cartooningl 
As for the story, the process of adapt¬ 
ing Peanuts has been that of softening 
it. Charlie Brown onscreen always gets 
a happy ending, and that's no more a 
betrayal of the strip's honesty here than 
it was in A Charlie Brown Christmas. (G) 
Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

SPECTRE With Spectre— the twenty-fourth 
James Bond picture and the fourth and 
probably final one to feature Daniel Craig 
as 007—director Sam Mendes takes a tip, 
perhaps unwittingly, from Hitchcock, as 
well as from Orson Welles' Touch of Evil: 
The picture opens in Mexico City, with a 
regal, ambitious, Wellesian tracking shot 
that begins in the midst of a Day of the 
Dead parade and eventually finds its way 
to Craig's Bond, standing in the crowd. 

He's wearing a holiday-appropriate cos¬ 
tume, a sexy-threatening skull mask and a 
black topcoat with a silkscreened skele¬ 
ton's spine winding up the back. There's a 
masked beauty on his arm, but who's look¬ 
ing at her ? The camera trails the couple 
as they trek through the reveling masses, 
and it's impossible to take your eyes off 
that spine, a sensuous, rippling, imaginary 
X-Ray of the man beneath. We don't 
really need to see through Daniel Craig's 
clothes, because eventually he does take 
at least some of them off. But dressed or 
un-, he's the chief pleasure to be had in 
Spectre, along with the joys of gazing at 
the feral-flower beauty of Lea Seydoux (as 
Madeleine Swann, the headstrong psy¬ 
chologist Bond falls for), Monica Bellucci 
(who appears only briefly, as an Italian 
widow in a merry widow), and the radi¬ 
ant charmer Naomie Harris (who again 
plays MI6 administrative assistant Miss 
Moneypenny). Spectre on the whole is 
gorgeous, but there's enough plot here for 
six movies, and the picture groans under 
the weight. Still, if this really is Craig's last 
go-round in a 007 dinner jacket and bow 
tie, let's make the most of it by objectifying 
his beauty to the max. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 






















I rish (by way of London) playwright 
Martin McDonagh shot to theater 
stardom on the strength of three 
plays written in the late 1990s set 
in County Galway. Ghosts, both real and 
metaphorical, swirled about those three 
works, and while his next works broached 
bigger socio-political issues, it was still 
steeped in Irish dialogue and concerns. 

McDonagh made a big departure 
in 2010 with his very dark comedy A 
Behanding In Spokane. His first play set 
in the United States, Spokane feels more 
like a movie script than the well-made, 
more lyrically based plays of his earlier 
career. That might be indicative of his 
shift toward Hollywood 10 years ago (he 
penned and directed In Bruges and Seven 
Psychopaths ). Spokane feels more like the 
latter film in terms of tone and character, 
with no small degree of the Coen Broth¬ 
ers’ twisted psychology at work. 

It’s a grimy little play filled with dis¬ 
membered hands, meth-heads, low-level 
drug dealers, and a central character that 
is as unlikeable and menacing as they 
come. N-bombs and F-bombs (both the 
sexual-action kind as well as the sexual- 
orientation kind) fly throughout the 
play. It’s a tough ride for the blue-hairs, 
and one can only applaud the Costa 
Mesa Playhouse and director Michael 
Serna for choosing such a decidedly 
un-community-theater production, con¬ 
sidering the venue—located next to an 
elementary school—houses the Newport 
Mesa Unified School District’s Save Our 
Youth program, a nonprofit organization 
designed, in part, to keep teenagers from 
traversing the rocky paths that lead to 
people winding up in the onerous condi¬ 
tions we find in this play. 


Spokane begins with Carmichael (a 
strong and mysterious Peter Hilton) 
sitting on a bed in a threadbare motel 
room in the titular city. He hears muffled 
screams in a closet, pulls out a gun and 
fires a shot. That brings the spun-out 
receptionist, Mervyn (the always tal¬ 
ented Angel Correa), into the room, and 
we quickly see that whatever quest has 
brought Carmichael to this dingy roach 
trap is catnip to Angel. Soon, Marilyn (Zoe 
Fiske, who could use a bit more edge) 
arrives with a small package for Carmi¬ 
chael, who then frees her boyfriend, Toby 
(a believably frightened Jeff Rolle Jr.), the 
aforementioned muffled screamer. 

Only problem is, the contents of the 
package don’t exactly fit. Carmichael has 
arrived in Spokane to retrieve his missing 
hand, which was sliced off some 27 years 
before by a bunch of hillbillies who tied 
him to a railroad track. But it’s pretty obvi¬ 
ous that the hand Marilyn has retrieved 
isn’t Carmichael’s, who is now as hell¬ 
bent as ever on retrieving the real one. 

The action never shifts from the room, 
although there is a long, direct-address 
monologue delivered by Mervyn halfway 
through about being fascinated by gibbons 
in the zoo, as well as two lengthy conver¬ 
sations with Carmichael’s mother over the 
phone. Mostly what we get is slow charac¬ 
ter reveal. But with the exception of Car¬ 
michael, these characters really aren’t that 
interesting. That makes everything except 
the plot’s resolution seem perfunctory. 

And that dilutes what is the most 
important part of this play: its building 
tension. While Correa is both funny and 
believable as a recovering (or current?) 
meth addict, the lack of center to his 
character grows tiring after a while. Toby 


and Marilyn, meanwhile, are just two 
relative kids in way over their heads, but 
amid their constant bickering, it’s difficult 
to get a read on what function they play 
other than being unwitting patsies in a 
story far more twisted than they could 
have anticipated. 

There are several allusions in the play 
about the decaying fabric of American 
society, and perhaps McDonagh took a 
page from the Sam Shepard playbook and 
opted to write an insular play about people 
on the fringes of America and what that 
says about the lack of American moral 
character. Nothing wrong with that. But 
the Hollywood-ish emphasis on shock 
and vulgarity (again, nothing wrong with 
either) at the expense of theme and fully 
rounded characters undermines what is his 
signature gift: his skillful use of dialogue. 
It’s an ugly little play filled with ugly little 
characters, and while it’s clear the main 
character’s destination is meant to remind 
all of us that the things we lose and obsess 
to reclaim are probably better confined to 
memory, the journey there—at least in this 
play—doesn’t seem worth the ride. 

But there’s enough twisted humor and 
strong work onstage to look past the fail¬ 
ure of the story. And, again, it’s the latest 
evidence that the Costa Mesa Playhouse 
is not content to provide safe, predictable 
fare to its core audience. Spokane may be 
a play that doth protest much and eventu¬ 
ally says very little, but it’s nice to see any 
sound and fury on a local stage.

The Missing Piece 

W hen people hearthe words 

Laguna Beach art, they naturally 
think of paintings of dolphins, bucolic 
landscapes and idyllic Plein Air-style 
scenes. But at Artists Republic, a tiny 
gallery located on a stretch of South 
Coast Highway overlooking the ocean, 
there isn't a seascape or classical 
painting in sight. 

Founder Torrey Cook opened her first 
brick-and-mortar location in Laguna 
Beach in 2010, calling it Artists Republic 
4 Tomorrow (AR4T). The tiny gallery 
received a welcome reception from the 
community. "It was kind of a surprise, I 
wasn't sure what kind of response we'd 
get," Cook says. "I thought we were 
going to be the redheaded stepchild, 
shunned by everyone else." 

AR4T steadily opened exhibitions, 
found a larger location and shortened its 
name. Its big-name roster includes Jeff 
Gillette, Chantal deFelice, Don Pendleton, 
Tim Hendricks, Robert "Sticky" Shaw, 

Zio Ziegler, Shag, Jennie Cotterill and 
Angela Boatwright. Any given show— 
whether abstract painting and illustration, 
photography, sculpture, prints, or mixed 
media—"connects with different levels of 
people," Cook says. "It's well-thought-out 
but accessible to everyone." 

Although the works displayed at Art¬ 
ists Republic have more in common with 
what you'd see in Juxtapoz magazine 
than a Main Street gallery or the Sawdust 
Festival, Cook says she admires the city's 
rich history. "I think what a lot of people 
don't know is that Laguna Beach's art is 
actually progressive. It's had a really cool 
art scene going on for nearly a hundred 
years," she says. "Artists Republic is the 
extra piece of that art puzzle."

Herchell Carrasco of Pachuco Tattoo 


F rom the time he was a kid, 

Herchell Carrasco’s uncle (who 
spent time in and out of prison) 
tattooed out of his mom’s house 
in Anaheim, which inspired Carrasco. 

“I’ve always been an artist, but see¬ 
ing my uncle do Chicano-style tattoos, I 
started drawing Day of the Dead stuff and 
Chicano-style women when I was young,” 
Carrasco says. “I was born and raised in 
the OC lowrider scene, going to swap 
meets and barbecues and all that.” 

At 28, Carrasco now owns and operates 
Pachuco Tattoo in Orange, just up the 
street from some of the tattoo shops he’s 
admired for much of his life, including 
Lowrider Tattoo Studios and Steve Soto’s 
Goodfellas Tattoo. 

Carrasco started dating the woman 
who is now his wife at the age of 16; they 
began living together just before his 18th 
birthday. The Anaheim native had been 
getting ink for a couple of years at that 
time, and he decided to start tattooing out 
of his home to make some extra money. 

Of course, he faced the problem of acquir¬ 
ing professional supplies without actually 
being at a shop. 

“I was always getting tattooed by the 
same guy, so I asked him if I could use 
his name to get myself some supplies,” 
Carrasco says. “At the time, you couldn’t 
just order supplies online.” 

Carrasco soon began showing off his 
tattoos on YouTube. About six years ago, 
the now-closed West Coast Ink discov¬ 
ered Carrasco’s YouTube videos and 
offered him a position at the shop, where 
he worked until 2011. He then opened 
Pachuco as a 100-square-foot studio for 
himself, one other ink slinger and an 
apprentice. Pachuco has now expanded 
into an award-winning space that hosts 
close to a dozen artists. 

“We’re in a gold rush of tattooing right 
now,” Carrasco says. “Orange alone has so

many tattoo shops. You look around, and 
there’s one on every corner. The influence 
from TV shows and the popularity, there 
are so many products on the market for 
tattooing now that weren’t there even 
when I started, and I’m still pretty young.” 

Carrasco enjoys tattooing’s popularity 
in his home county. In his eyes, OC is no 
longer looked at as the little sister to LA 
in the tattoo world. “Back in the day, you 
had to go up to LA for the really good tat¬ 
too artists,” Carrasco says. “OC is the new 
LA. There are still a lot of the older tattoo 
artists out there, and I respect everybody 
who came before me. But I think I’m part 
of that new form of artist.” 

While older tattoo artists were gener¬ 
ally raised in a tough apprenticeship that 
involved months of mopping floors and 
making tattoo needles before they were ever 
allowed to ink anyone, for someone such as 
Carrasco, that training came in the form of 
art classes at Fullerton College and teaching 
himself what he’d seen his uncle do. 

“What breaks that barrier between tat¬ 
too artists is putting out a high quality of 
work,” Carrasco says. ‘You don’t have to 
follow every tradition of tattooing if you 
do great work. I tried to get an apprentice¬ 
ship when I first started, but it was closed 
off, and I didn’t know anyone. I’m not 
against apprenticeships. If I had one, I’d 
probably be tattooing at a higher level. It 
helps you skip years of struggling.”

Delta Spirit’s hands-on approach makes Outpost Fest their own

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T here are a handful of hard 

truths a band learns to accept 
when becoming a successful 
touring act. One of them is that 
the majority of festival gigs suck ass. Most 
fans jumping up and down in the pit are 
probably wondering how that could be. 
After all, rock stars complaining about 
playing for thousands of fans does sound 
a tad ungrateful. To hear bassist Jon 
Jameson of Delta Spirit speak on it (or just 
about any musician for that matter), that’s 
the part most worth getting out of bed for. 

“Festivals are usually not very fun for 
bands,” says the bearded, long-haired San 
Diego native. “And I can’t even imagine 
being an attendee at a festival. It’s just, like, 
noise assaults and shitty food and no vibe, 
and the bands are just all over the place.” 

This year, instead of slogging through 
yet another megafest, Delta Spirit chose 
to use their clout and resources to create 
their own event. But it won’t be a smor¬ 
gasbord of 30 random acts. It’s designed 
to be something loud and exciting yet 
thoughtfully curated, communal and, 
above all, local. As Jameson says, Satur¬ 
day’s Outpost Fest is meant to be “rad.” 

“The food’s gonna be rad; the beer’s 
gonna be rad,” he says. “The bands are all 
gonna be rad. That was really the beginning 
of [Outpost]. It was just us saying, ‘How can 
we make a festival that we’d actually want 
to go to and be super-proud of?”’ 

The principles of radness as defined by 
Delta Spirit are what guide the one-day 
event in downtown Santa Ana. Choosing 
the lineup, securing specific local vendors 
and deciding the overall vibe of the fes¬ 
tival have been a welcome challenge for 
Jameson and company—even though they 
only had three months to pull it together. 


“It did sort of come out of nowhere. Our 
drummer, Brandon [Young], and Jon 
Reiser [formerly of Detroit Bar and the 
Observatory] were having beers one night 
and just started saying, ‘Why don’t we 
have our own festival?”’ Jameson says. 
Naturally, OC felt like the place to do it. 

Celebrating their 10th year of making 
music together, Delta Spirit’s howling, 
teeth-gnashing brand of bluesy, rock & roll 
Americana got its start bouncing back and 
forth down the 5 freeway between San 
Diego and OC. Even after releasing their 
third full-length album, Into the Wide, 
along with dozens of major opportunities 
and big tours, the band agree their raucous 
nights at Detroit Bar in the mid-2000s are 
a big part of what made them great. 

“I’d say the most exciting and impor¬ 
tant shows happened at Detroit Bar,” 
Jameson says. “That’s where our relation¬ 
ship with [Reiser] started, and he was 
always really cool to us. So we just made 
this connection to the community in OC.” 

Outpost headliners Cold War Kids 
helped Delta Spirit get their first taste of 
the national spotlight by taking them on the 
road. So it seems a fitting gesture that Matt 
Maust, bassist/artist for the Fullerton/Long 
Beach-bred band, designed the first bill¬ 
board and posters for the event. “In another 
setting, where some random promoter who 
doesn’t know the band is putting random 
bands on festivals, you can’t have a natural 
relationship like that,” Jameson says. “It 
allows you to create cool things.” 

The lineup includes Long Beach com¬ 
patriots Tijuana Panthers; New York- 
based rock group Guards (featuring for¬ 
mer members of Anaheim’s garage rock¬ 
ers the Willowz); dream-pop vets Blonde 
Redhead; Brooklyn indie rockers Beach 


Fossils; and the Mynabirds, an indie pop 
band from Omaha, Nebraska. A trim eight- 
band bill left room for only those bands 
they know as friends or comrades on the 
road. Tijuana Panthers bassist Daniel 
Michicoff even briefly roomed with a few 
members of Delta Spirit, Jameson says. 

When it came time to select vendors, 
the same all-in-the-family philosophy 
applied. “It’s just reaching out to our fans 
and bands that we love through socials,” 
Jameson says. “We have a good relation¬ 
ship with Lagunitas, so they’re doing the 
beer.” Food trucks such as Santa Ana’s 
Dos Chinos, Chunk-N-Chip, the Grilled 
Cheese Truck, Burger Monster, Poke Hut, 
We Heart Froyo, and Ragin Cajun will be 
parked and ready to serve. 

The band have also enlisted their 
friend who runs cool dry-goods store 
Individual Medley in LA to curate a pop¬ 
up shop. Young’s brother, a builder of cus¬ 
tom motorcycles, has even donated some 
bikes for display. 

Delta Spirit and the other organizers of 
the fest have been pretty much glued to Out¬ 
post Fest for the past three months. Which 
means the band haven’t had much time 
to work on music, though the geography 
also gets in their way. Two guys live in New 
York, singer Matt Vasquez lives in Austin, 
Jameson lives in LA, and Young lives in the 
mountains near Big Bear. “So we’re about as 
spread out as possible,” Jameson says. 

Though no full band rehearsals for the 
new record have happened yet, whatever 
small amount of time they’re afforded 
between parenthood, married life and fes¬ 
tival logistics is being spent creating sepa¬ 
rately. The last time we saw them onstage 
was their big homecoming show at the 
Observatory, which featured a rotating 


cast of friends including Matt Costa, Sam 
Outlaw and members of Young the Giant. 
Since then, Vasquez recently released a 
solo offering, The Austin EP, and is cur¬ 
rently on a string of residencies between 
San Diego, LA and Santa Ana’s Festival 
Hall—just down the street from where 
Outpost happens. Reiser has been helping 
promote those shows as well. 

As for when Delta Spirit will block out 
time to record a proper record, it’s anyone’s 
guess. “We’ll probably just Airbnb a cabin 
in Montana and go out for two weeks,” 
Jameson says half-jokingly. “It’s just about 
finding those times to carve out and be 
really focused and also be independently 
creative and just bring it all together.” 

It’s possible that leaving something 
such as Outpost Fest in someone else’s 
care might afford them more time to get 
busy on new material. Then again, that’s 
never really been their style. The decision 
to be hands-on, with all the madness that 
accompanies it, is what fuels them to tear 
a piece of music to shreds and reconstruct 
something twice as good in its place. 

“It would be way quicker to let one per¬ 
son take the reins completely, but that’s 
kinda what makes us special,” Jameson 
says. “We make space for these frustrating 
arguments that end up creating really spe¬ 
cial moments. So hopefully what Outpost 
Fest is is a frustrating argument that just 
makes for one insanely rad day.”

PUP learn the fine art of maturing in the punk game

W ay back in 2014, PUP 
had just released their 
self-titled debut ahead 
of an extensive tour that 
saw them play two sets at the Fest in 
Gainesville, Florida. That performance 
went well, but it was nothing compared to 
the raucous ovation they received at this 
year’s event. The Toronto natives’ set was 
not only one of the most eagerly antici¬ 
pated of the weekend, but it was also one 
of the most ferocious. Playing to a much 
bigger crowd in a prime slot, PUP saw 
firsthand how quickly the buzz around 
their sound and show could grow. The 
crowd was as intense and into the music 
as any show they’ve played thus far. 

Zack Mykula, Nestor Chumak, Steve 
Sladkowski and Stefan Babcock have 
known one another since elementary 
school and started playing music together 
at a young age. It took until 2012 for 
the quartet, which was formerly called 
Topanga after one of the lead characters 
of the TV show Boy Meets World before 
changing to PUP after Disney launched a 
spin-off, the ingeniously titled Girl Meets 
World. A mere four days after they sub¬ 
mitted their demos to a label, PUP were 
offered a major tour slot and the members 
decided to quit their day jobs and make 
music their top priority. 

Their self-titled album was released 
in April 2014 via SideOneDummy and 
became one of the highest rated of that 
year. PUP have since maintained a rigor¬ 
ous schedule that has seen them zigzag the 
globe, including several headlining tours 
in the States and Canada. ‘We relish main¬ 
taining a work ethic especially now that the 
first album cycle is winding down,” says 
drummer/vocalist Mykula. “We love get¬ 
ting out there and giving people a chance 
to see us. That’s what we really relish.” 

This year alone, the band have played 
in Australia with the Smith Street Band, 


landed a lauded stint on the Warped Tour 
and are currently on the road with Mod¬ 
ern Baseball. With the plaudits they’ve 
received, PUP have had to quickly get used 
to the physical and mental effects touring 
can have on a band. “It’s not like we were 
[too crazy] before, but we’ve had to have 
a way more adult approach to health and 
maintaining a career,” Mykula says. 

As the band parlay each show into 
something bigger, they maintain their 
focus on what got them to this point, 
knowing their rigorous work ethic will 
keep them in the studio and on the road 
instead of an office. “We didn’t really 
expect much other than to be allowed to 
play music and work as hard as possible,” 
Mykula says. “That makes it sweeter that 
we’ve found moderate success and get to 
play full-time.” 

PUP are now finishing their sophomore 
album. The recording was completed in 
October, and the yet-to-be-titled album is in 
the process of being mixed and mastered. 

The band are working with producer 
Dave Schiffman (Weezer, Vampire Week¬ 
end, Rage Against the Machine) again, 
and Mykula says the writing sessions indi¬ 
cated an evolution in the band’s under¬ 
standing of who they are at this stage of 
their career, something that seemed a long 
way away when they released their debut. 

“We are now better able to work with 
each other,” Mykula explains. “Writing 
itself is a learning process. You learn how 
to listen to people and work better with 
people. There’s less guesswork and more 
cooperation between everyone that will 
reflect in a more coherent sound.”

D espite the imagery their name evokes, 

Ellie Mae & the Ricochets are more about 
serene harmonies than rowdy gunfire. Led by 
front woman Ellie Mae, the Costa Mesa-based, 
free-spirited folk rockers blend earthy vocals 
with spacious guitar lines for a dreamy, haunt¬ 
ing sound. Backing Mae are guitarists Casey 
Snyder and Spencer Roberts, plus a rotating 
rhythm section. Among their carousel of band 
mates is indie stalwart Matt Costa, who took the 
group under his wing and produced their debut 
EP, Tangled. With elements of folk, surf and indie 
genres, Ellie Mae & the Ricochets took Costa's 
lead, resulting in an album that's evocatively 
rich. They hit the Wayfarer every Monday night 
this month in support of their new release. 

While the group have a spirit comparable to 
Mazzy Star and Neko Case, Mae's delicate lyrics 
and strong vocals carve out a style all her own. 
The singer/guitarist got her start busking on 
piers along the coast, but it wasn't until she sum¬ 
moned the courage to sign up for an open-mic 
night that she found her future guitarist. Snyder 
became enamored with Mae at the open mic, 
and the pair struck up an immediate friendship 
that quickly gave way to songwriting sessions. 

"Casey and I really hit it off that night," Mae 
says. "It's funny how life has a way of leading 
you to people when you least expect it. I feel like 
our styles were different, but there was defi¬ 
nitely something drawing us together." 

The two musicians came from opposite ends 
of the songwriting spectrum, Snyder having 
just parted ways with surf act Hindu Pirates 
and Mae taking influence from the likes of 
Joni Mitchell. They forged ahead and roped in

Roberts to form Ellie Mae & the Ricochets. After 
writing a few tunes together, Mae was invited to 
be a part of a soundtrack for surf documentary 
The Wave I Ride. The film also tapped Costa 
for the soundtrack, who fell under the spell of 
Mae's hypnotic vocals during an early record¬ 
ing session. 

Snyder's surfy riffs and Mae's ethereal 
arrangements aligned underthe guidance of 
Costa, who sat in on bass and keys for Tangled. 
"I'd seen them live before; they really carried the 
songs. So I said,'What the hell? Why don't we 
go in and try to record this?"' Costa says. "They 
really surprised me while we were recording. 
They stepped up to the plate with their songwrit¬ 
ing and their thoughts on the sessions. To see 
them make developments like that during the 
process was impressive. They're only scratching 
the surface of what's to come." 

Tangled's six songs are fit for early-morning 
waves or sultry summer nights. The title track is 
a lovesick charmer that showcases Mae's natu¬ 
ral affinity toward harmonies, and "After Dark" 
and "June Gloom" resonate with emotion. Mae 
has a knack for both lyrics and arrangements. 
While Costa helped to shape their sound, she 
says, it's the band that helped bring her out of 
her shell. 

"Writing has always been a way to clear my 
head and get my thoughts across; sometimes, 

I struggle with talking to people directly," Mae 
says. "But that being said, my songs are my 
babies. Sharing with the boys has been really 
good for me. I had to learn how to let other 
people in. Everything fell into place, and we're 
finding our way."
